QUESTION 


Nevada Can do Longer Expect 


Aid in Stocking the 


Truckee. 


The Truokte river ii by far one ol 


the grandeit streams in oar State, 
whiU it is regarded by California at 
their beat *tr*am for iporting. It U 
not to be gainiaid tbat there art many 
brooks and stretms throughout the 
eastern portion of tbis State where 
trout lire and thrive, bat they arc be- 
coming devastated because of cegltot 
la planting fry. 
Tbis is becoming 


necessary, as the food supply in a 
small stream as a general rale is in- 
sufficient to produce an ample amount 
of parent flih to thai the stream may 
be replenished by the natural method 
of spawning. 


Practically from now on the Traakee 


river will be divided into two streams, 
and the great benefit we have in the 
?ast derived from California stocking 
;be headwaters of tbe Truckee and its 
tributitias, will be oat off, aa for ten 
months in the year all the water ia the 
stream from tbe paper mill to tbe 
power plant will ba diverted from its 
natural channel, and conveyed Dy pip* 
and flame to tbe turbines. No water 
will flow over tbe dams, and the result 
will be that all yonng flsh moving 
dowa stream will be destroyed by 
passing through the 
wheels. 
Tbe 


larger ones cannot enter the pipe be- 
came of tbe rack uaed for holding 
oaok the drift wood. 


During tbe high water of spring 


whan flsh can pasa over these dams 
they are migrating up stream, thereby 
greatly reducing the supply of parent 
lib that wa now have, for they cannot 
drop down utream during the low stage 
of water, as is their nature. 


The Truekse river has in it a fair 


supply of Baiubew troat, and 
its 


waters afford tbe most favorable con- 
ditions for their growth and reproduc- 
tion. Success in the culture of this 
species of trout under favorable con- 
ditions is wonderful. 


To repair the effects of past and 


present improvidences and increase 
our supply of food flshee, a fish com- 
mission mu«t be provided. Good re- 
sults cannot be expected from plant- 
ng» of trout in pablio waters unless 
they are carefully proteoted by law, 
and great precaution should be token 
n the propagation of fish beat adapted 
;o oar waters. 


The Bainbow trout is absoiutoly a 


stream flsh, therefore as a food supply 
for the people no better variety of troat 
could be introduced for they grow rap 
die, live well in confinement, and 
angling for them affords the greatest 
of sport. 


Had the money that baa been ex- 


pended on Eastern Brook trout been 
used for propogating oar native and 
Bainbow trout, we would have to-day 
well stocked streams throughout our 
Stute, whereas we venture the state- 
ment that streams other than the 
fruekse bave become almoat depleted. 


Plantings of trout for these streams 


mast now oome from tbe Truckee river 
alone, and 
the greatest 
precaution 


must be used in guarding against this 
stream becoming impoverished by re- 
plenishing otbere there from. Taib 
end can only be accomplished through 
favorable local sentiment and aotian 
to be suplimeated by proper legisla- 
tion.
